WILL HE LICENSED 

Ottawa, Canada — Depart¬ 
mental and country general 
tores, large hotels and soda 
bars, manufacturers and auc- 
ti neers. every person and firm 
in Canada manufacturing or 
dealing in food, feeds, livestock 
oultry, yarn , cloth, clothing 
r footwear must secure a lic- 
.oHl Trade Hoard by December 
inse from the Wartime Prices 
1st of this year. 

After that time, no unlicens¬ 
ed person or firm may buy for 
resale, handle, or sell any of 
those commodities. 

.More than 200,000 businesses 
are affected by this 'ast plan to 
et u n machinery necessary for 
policing prices and for securing 
peedy reports on available sup¬ 
plies in the event of wartime 
liortages. in the Raymond ar¬ 
ea, it is expected that ovei "o 
persons and firms will soon be 
displaying cn the door or win- 
door of their place of business 
the attractive gold and blue cer¬ 
tificate which shows the public 
that they have obtained their 
wartime license. 

There is no license fee. Lic¬ 
ense application forms will be 
distributed through the mail 
late this month and any busi- 
essman who is subject to the 
licensing prder and does not re¬ 
ceive an application form should 
apple for one at his post office. 
At the post offices copies of the 
complete licensing order will also 
he available. To facilitate fur¬ 
ther the introduction of ih lic- 
'Oii.i,] autii.it! \\ ai|] ‘m?|d Sutsuo 
and Trade Board is appointing 
nine regi mal licensing directors, 
one for each province. Individ¬

Applications of persons con¬ 
ducting more than one place of 
business must i>o accompanied 
bv a list showing tin address of 
each establishment. If th Col* 
places of business carry di' or- 
env legal names separate appli- 
entions must be made out for 
each under its own name. 

“License cards and window 
transfers will be supplied to all 
whose applications are received 
and accepted," said Mr. Morphy, 
•‘and the display of this transfer 
un the window of the establish¬ 
ment will not only serve as an 
indication that the firm is lic¬ 
ensed. but will also show the 
public that the licensee is co¬ 
operating with the government 
in its effort to avoid unnecess¬ 
ary increase in the cost of liv¬ 
ing.’’ 

The first license identificatii i 
card will be light blue in color 
and will expire or. March "I. 
lfi 12. it will carry the license 
number allotted to the aj)j>iuant 
in the upper right hand conur. 
At the left is a space for the 
signature of the holder, 'ibis 
license identification card wilt |, 
mailed to each licensee acmg 
with his window certificate. 

E-'.ch licensee will receive .« 
number which lie wilt retain 
from year to year, provided ;I. 
name of his firn is not changed 
or his license cancelled by the 
Board. After December 1. v.!:n, 
any of the commodities nan ■;<! 
in the Licensing Order are 
bought for resale, both the sell- 
’ l s and the buyer's liceus * 
r umbers must be marked or. the 
sales slip, invoice, or other doc¬ 
ument which records the sale.

ganization, co-operative market¬ 
ing or selling organization, pro¬ 
ducer who buys and sells the 
products of others, drover, 
huckster, or other person who 
laivs the products of agriculture 
.! i re-sale, custom tailor, shoe- 
icpnir shop 'iterator, public eat- 
ng id ace operator, or other deal- 
ii, who buys, sells, stores, ships 
transports, distributes or other¬ 
wise deals in food products, aer- 
a .i'd or mineral waters, mill 
feeds, feeds for livestock or 
poultry, clothing, headwear, 
\ arn or cloth of cotton, linen, 
wool, silk, artificial silk or ray¬ 
on, wool or cotton blankets, fur 
goods, hosiery, footwear, or 
boot and shoe findings." 

Licence holders will be re¬ 
quired to make reports if and 
when required by the Board. 
They must also notify the Dir¬ 
ector of Licensing in writing of 
nnv change in name, address, 
ownership or character of the 
I nisi ness within 10 days of the 
chniige. Failure to do this, or 
nilure to perform such other 
.< ts as may he required by the 
‘ ard, will result in the suspen- 
ion of tile license. 

The term "public eating place 

.a tor" applies not only to 

restaurant keepers, but also to 
] U ys. steamships, drugstores 
an 1 hotel proprietors if food is 
served in their places of busi- 
i'ic. . Anv person or firm who 
•II f od even if it is only choc¬ 
olate bars, is subject to licence. 
If. for example, a department 
or novelty store oi>erates a caf-

or dining room, the store should 
lie listed on its licence applica¬ 
tion as operating a public eat¬ 
ing place in addition to its class¬ 
ification as a retail merchant. 
Public eating places, on the 
other hand, which soil some 
fruits, vegetables, or groceries, 
will not lie required to list them¬ 
selves uls retail merchants. Hut 
in the licence application form, 
they must put a check mark op¬ 
posite the various supplement¬ 
ary lines whicn they handle. 

Onlv group exempt from the 
far-reaching plan are those who 
serve as tiie fountain-head for 
the nation's eating and clothinr 
I'oedsTthe producers themselv¬ 
es. A farmer may sell his owr 
eggs or butter or vegetables 
without a licence and a sheep 
lancher may sell his wool. 

While an individual fanner, 
gardener, livestock or poultry 
producer, or fisherman is not 
required to secure a licence un¬ 
less ho buys for resale, all co¬ 
operative buying, selling, or 
marketing oranizations and buck 
s-iers or drovers, who, on their 
own account, buy for resale or 
handle the produce of any pri¬ 
mary producer, must obtain a 
Wartime Prices and Trade 
Hoard licence. 


An example of how thorough 
i. the licensing regulations cov¬ 
er the handling and sale of food¬ 
stuffs and clothing is shown in 
the provisions covering ware¬ 
houses and cold storage plants. 
After December 1st, )versons 

who are subject to the Licensing 
order may not store any article 
of food, feed, clothing or foot¬ 
wear until they have secured a 
licence, and no warehouse or 
storage plant operator will be 
permitted to accept such com¬ 
modities unless the number of 
tile storer’s licence is marked on 
the document recording thv. ac¬ 
ceptance. None of these com¬ 
modities can be withdrawn f'-otn 
cold storage or a warehouse for 
resale unless the poison making 
the withdrawal is licensed bv the 
Board and unless the document 
recording' the release carries his 
licence number. All waiehouse 
and cold storage plant operators 
must, of course, themsel ves bv 
licensed. 

“These licensing requirements 
are not designed to curt id bus 
iness operations,” pointed out C. 


R. Morphy, Director of Licens¬ 
ing. "By having every person 
who in any way handles the 
commodities named in the Order 
under the licence, the Board will 
have the machinery with which 
to make speedy checks on avail¬ 
able stocks and to police more 
effectively any price fixing order 
which may he instituted.” 

Individual persons atoning 
small quantities of the commod¬ 
ities named in the licensing or¬ 
der strictly for their own use, 
are not required to obtain a 
licence. If these stored goods 
are, however, being kept for 
resale, their owner must secure 
a licence. 

Before his appointment to the 
office of Director of Licensing, 
C. R. Morphy was in charge of 
the plan which has already 
brought Canadian dealers in 
coal and hides and leather under 
licence to the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board.
